By then, Harris’ double role . 

Re 
felt disloyal to his new friends. 
He had difficulty sleeping. 

M the meeting with Travel- 
siead. the FBI agent asked 
Harris to identify SDS mem- 
bera in pictures of recent de- 
» monstralioos. 

HARRIS WAS stunned when ' 






Travelstead started asking him 1 
for detailed personal Informa- 
tioD about SDS leaders. *
